Jazz Society, the proceed* of the 
event will be dimpled to the Inter- 
national Students Service cam- 
paign for $100.000 for European re- 
lief. Tickets, priced at fifty cents, 
will be on sale again today in the 
Union. Early time for the event 
was arranged so that Louis and 
company can fulfill their regular 
Cafe St. Michel engagement. 

Topping the list of Louis' special 
talent will be Deborah Robinson, 
scintillating vocal star whose "be- 
bop" and rhythm songs have been 
fascinating jazz fans at the Sunday 
afternoon Metcalf jam sessions at 
the St. Michel. Miss Robinson has 
been in Montreal for the past 
month or so, and spent the past six 
years in New York where she sang 
in many of the well known jazz 
establishments. Among these she 
note» the Savoy Ballroom and the 
Appolln. Bands which have backed 
her song style.* arc tho<c of Char- 
lie Parker and Tab Smith. 

Metcalf's other guest star is a 
fascinating gentleman called Ben- 
ny "Yard Bird" Wincstone, whn.-p 
work on tenor sax has been fea- 
tured on such bandstands as Benny 
Goodman's. Wincstone, who is in- 
terviewed elsewhere on these 
pases, hails from Scotland and in- 
cludes engagements with Ambrose 
and Geraldo in his United King- 
dom years (vets please note). For 
the past year or so he has been 
blowing his intricate "bop" tech- 
nique in Toronto and Montreal. 

Louis, himself, is a veteran jazz- 
man who admits to twenty-five 
years of trumpet playing. He got 
his first horn out in St. Louis at 
the age of eleven, and since that 
time has been with such well 
known jazz figures as Louis Arm- 
strong, King Oliver, Duke Ellington, 
Count Basle and Jelly-Roll Morton. 
Tor the past two years he has been 
a landmark in Montreal "hot" mu- 
sic, and has drawn enthusiastic 
praise from Canadian jazz critics 
in several other cities. 

His band gained its "internation- 
al" tag as a result of the several 
racial groups and nationalities it 
comprises. Louis is half Cherokee 
Indian and half American Negro; 
Dale Davies, bass, is Welsh; "Steep" 
Wsde, the band's large pianist. West 
Indian; Herb Johnson, tenor sax, 
American Negro; "Butch" Wala- 
nabe, trombone, and a former stu- 
dent at the McGill Conservatory, 
Japanese-Canadian; Wilkie Gerard, 
violin, French-Canadian. 

The band leans toward the fran- 
tic swinging of modern "be-bop," 
featuring several of the numbers 
made famous by Dizzie Gillespie. 
However, its talents in other forms 
of jazz are revealed in one of its 
numbers, "a Brief History of Jazz." 
which traces the development of 
this North American lively art. 



The role of the mechanical en- 
gineer in the pulp and paper in- 
dustry will be the subject of the 
seventh lecture in the series spon- 
sored by the Pulp and Paper Re- 
search Institute of Canada, this af- 
ternoon at S p.m. in the Chemistry 
Building. The speaker will be H. E. 
B.-les, B.Sc. Mechanical Super- 
intendent. Consolidated Paper Cor- 
poration, Shawinigan Falls. 

Dr. O. Maass. general director of 
the institute, pointed out yesterday 
that few people realize the im- 
portance of mechanical engineering 
in the manufacture of pulp and 
paper where the magic of chemis- 
try at times seems to overshadow 
the vital work of the machine. Dr. 
Maass stated that, while a chemist 
himself, he recognized there arc 
many great problems in thr indus- 
try which are solved only through 
the efforts of mechanical en- 
gineers. The latter, he stressed, 
have contributed tremendously to 
the progress of pulp and paper 
making, particularly in such de- 
velopments as high speed paper 
machines. 

There are many opportunities in 
the industry for mechanical engi- 
neers, especially those with post- 
graduate training. Mr. Bales' lec- 
ture, therefore, will be of great 
interest to all engineering students. 
Dr. Maass added. 

Harry E. Bates has had a varied 
experience In mechanical engi- 
neering since his graduation from 
McGill in 1908. He was on the 
board of engineers for the Quebec 
bridge construction, from 1909 to 
191B. Since 1919. he has served with 
the Laurentidc Paper Company and 
its successor company at Grand- 
'Mere and Shawinigan Falls, in 
various capacities, ri'ing to his 
present position of mechanical su- 
perintendent. Mr. Bates is an artil- 
lery overseas veteran of both wars, 
and. at the end of World War II. 
had attained the rank of Lieut. 
Colonel.

Opera Will Be 
Produced On 
March 17-20

McGill University is establishing 
a precedent this year. For the first 
time, the various faculties on the 
campus are uniting in the produc- 
tion of an operetta— "The Beggar's 
Opera". It will be presented at 
Moyse Hall from March 17 to 20 
nclusive. Tickets will be obtain- 
able from Willis", or from the Reg- 
istrar's office. 

The faculties taking part in this 
production include the Faculty of 
Music, which is supplying the parts 
of the cast, the Faculty of Arts 
and Science, which is in charge of 
stage direction, house management, 
etc.; and the School of Architec- 
ture, which is looking after the 
scenery and costumes. 

Successful Satire 
"The Beggar's Opera" is an 
eighteenth century satire on the 
conventional Italian Opera of the 
lime written by John Gay, poet- 
playwright of London society, nnd 
the Prussian musician John Chris- 
topher Pepusch. The operetta was 
toccived with immediate success, so 
much so that there appeared num- 
erous imitations soon after. But 
the copies never achieved the spon- 
taneous success of the original. 
Pickpocket* and Highwaymen 
"The Beggar's Opera" is a laic of 
old England. The plot concerns 
the daughter of a pickpocket, who 
maries a Highwayman. This is 
rather distressing to the father who 
therefore contrives to have his son- 
in-law jailed and led off to be 
hanged. This results in the appear- 
ance of four town trollops each 
with their respective children and 
all claiming the condemned man 
for husband. The ensuing conse- 
quences bring the operetta to a 
close. 

Included in the cast are Jack 
Waud, who takes the part of the 
leader of the pickpockets, his 
daughter Polly, who is played by 
Jean Aulenbach, and the highway- 
man, portrayed by Anthony Sis-

McGill Team 
Wins Over 
Penn Debaters 



On Monday afternoon. McGill's 
debating duo of John Monk and 
Rolland LaPrairic terminated their 
year's argumentation by defeating 
a visiting team from the Univer- 
sity of Pennsylvania. The travelling 
Pcnnsylvanians. Henry Salkn and 
Leo Greenfield, presented formid- 
able opposition to the resolution: 
Resolved that a Federal World 
Government should be established." 

LaPrairie. a Gold Key debater, 
based his affirmative argument on 
closely defined terms, which show- 
ed that there is both a strong posi- 
tive and negative need for world 
government. He also went on to 
show by authoritative definition 
that there was a moral obligation 
implied in the resolution. 

Monk continued the case of the 
affirmative by bringing to atten- 
tion the threat of modern warfare 
and man's lack of political machin- 
ery to cope with this threat. He 
further argued that the want of 
security was a common factor 
which would contribute to the ac- 
ceptance of world federalism. 

Both of the Pennsylvania debat- 
ers emphasized that Federal World 
Government was impractical at 
present, and elaborated on the 
many difficulties to be overcome 
in its establishment. They were, 
however, unable to find grounds 
for refutation of the affirmative's 
arguments of moral obligation. 

Monk and LaPrairie recently 
completed a tour of American col- 
leges when they debated both the 
affirmative and negative sides of 
the same question. They com- 
peted against such well known col- 
leges as M.I.T., Columbia, Prince- 
ton, West Point, and Rutgers, and 
sustained only one loss to the 
credit of the latter. 

Monday's debate was judged by 
Mrs. Geiggey of the English De- 
partment, Professor Currie of the 
Philosophy Department, and Peter 
Sinclair, a student. Miss Patricia 
Moore, Chairman, extended Mc- 
Glll's welcome to the visiting team.

The Graduate Society has made 
extensive plans for the coming ses- 
sion, the Daily learned from Presi- 
dent Lome Gales yesterday. It is 
now attempting to work more 
closely with the Undergraduate So- 
ciety, nnd urges each class to form 
a permanent class executive. 

The objects of the Graduate So- 
ciety arc to enable members to 
promote the interests of the uni- 
versity, and to bind graduates more 
closely to one another and to the 
university. Thus permanent class 
executives will be able to keep in 
touch with the Graduate Society, 
and maintain tics with each student 
as well. 

Grads Help Undergrads 

At present, the Graduate Society 
is aiding undergraduates of the 
university by operating the Place- 
ment Service, organizing Gen 
Nights, and also by studying stu- 
dent housing problems. Mr. Gales 
mentioned that they were going to 
work diligently on this project, be- 
cause of the great need of so many 
students. 

Specific plans of the Society for 
next year are: the planning of 
class reunions every five years for 
each class and its contemporaries, 
membership in Redpath library to 



be continued • for graduates, and 
annual contributions to the Society 
which will be turned over to the 
university authorities to use as they 
sec fit. They are also expecting 
to publish their own directory. 
Large Membership 
The Graduate Society now has 
a membership of 5,022, and is hop- 
ing to increase this number to 
G.OOO shortly. It consists of 39 
branches, one in Great Britain, and 
the others in Canada and the Unit- 
ed States. 

There are four branches in Mont- 
real: the Graduate Society itself. 

the McGill Alumnae Society (for 
women) which has 500 members 
and is quite active, the Montreal 
Branch, and the Macdonald Col- 
lege Branch. 

The Society publishes its own 
magazine, McGill News, quarterly, 
in order to give grad news to other 
graduates all over the world. The 
membership fee for any graduate 
is $5.00. which entitles him to re- 
ceive the McGill News, and all 
notices of reunions and meetings of 
interest. The society also controls 
the graduate athletics clubs, which 
are similar lo those run by the 
undergraduates.

NFCUS Meet

The Annual Mceling of the Mc- 
Gill Committee of the National 
Federation of Canadian University 
Students (NFCUS) will be held on 
Tuesday, March 9. in the New 
Room of the Union at ft p.m. At 
this mceling the report on the 
year's activities will be given and 
a new executive, except for the 
chairman, will be elected. 

In February of this year the Mc- 
Gill Committee of NKCUS revised 
its constitution. The new constitu- 
tion provides for three elected of- 
ficers instead of five as in the pre- 
vious set up. The new officers are: 
Vice - Chairman. Secretary - Trea- 
surer, and Publicity Director. The 
other two members of the five- 
man executive who arc appointed 
are the Chairman, and the Council 
Representative. 

The other important change in 
the constitution deals with meet- 
ings. No longer is it necessary to 
have a meeting of the committee 
every month. Secondly, if there 
has been the required publicity in 
The Daily, the lack of a quorum at 
any meeting of the Committee 
automatically gives the power of 
the Committee to the Executive. 
There are two compulsory meet- 
ings each year, one before the 
Christmas Conference, and one In 
the first two weeks of March. 

The McGill Committee is carry- 
ing out several investigations at 
the moment. One very extensive 
investigation is the compilation of 
all scholarships and grants open to 
Canadians anywhere in' the World. 
To help carry this out many typists 
arc needed, so mat it you have ona 
or two hours a week to spare, 
please contact Tom Bird, Jeff Tur- 
ner, Nancy Weaver, Sue Kctchum, 
Jotm Morrison or Ann Ryan. 

Another Job that NFCUS is doing, 
is a survey of student Income and 
expenditure. With this information 
the Federation hopes to back au- 
thoritively its actions on behalf of 
students. Since the Dominion Bu- 
reau of Statistic! has undertaken 
to do the work for the Federation if 
NFCUS will get the information, 
there is the additional need for 
students to help in the collection of 
data on the McGill Campus. 
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JAZZ ACROSS THE SEA 



We heard a story the other day about a 
Canadian jazz fan who came across what he 
called n "tcrriffic little Dixieland band" in the 
Dutch city of Nijmcgen. It was playing in a 
service club there every night, nnd though the 
musicians had to concentrate largely on popular 
dance numbers for the lads in khaki and their 
Dutch lassies, they would explode occasionally 
with one of the old stnndbycs like "Muskrat 
Ramble," or "The Original Dixieland One Step." 
And one of their favorites war an original called 
the " 2 uider z cc Blues." 

Our friend the jazz fan says he iited to sit 
around the stand and exchange gossip with the 
man in the band about jazz "names" like Cole- 
man Hawkins and Duke Ellington, and how they 
had made Holland and the rest of Europe jazz 
concious in pre-war days. The boys in the hand, 
wc arc told, would talk longingly of the days 
to eonic when American hot music stars would 
be back, because there is such a large following 
for this lively art across the North Atlantic.' 

Well the days have come, and American 



bands have begun to return to their old haunts 
in Paris or Amsterdam or London. But they're 
finding that, conditions among Europe's jazz 
public arc not what they used to be.

Ask any girl If she has ever read 
Louisa May Alcotfs "Little Wo- 
men," and no matter how much 
above such things you may have 
considered her, she is very likely 
to answer, "Why, I was brought up 
on It!" 

The children who read avidly 
about the Marches arc rich nnd 
poor, Introverted nnd extroverted, 
strong and weak. All kinds of chil- 
dren recognize not only themselves, 
but their friends, sisters, brothers, 
nnd relatives. One wonders if ever 
a book has been written which 
achieves the best-seller quality, 
readcr-idenitfication. more certain- 
ly than the beloved "Little Women." 

Meg. Jo, Beth and Amy March 
arc the members of this sisterly 
community. Pretty Meg, the eld- 
est, Ls swect-nntured, socially pro- 
per and a little selfish, but on the 
whole, I believe Louisa May Alcott 
intended to portray her as a do- 
mestic and womanly little woman. 
The modern Megs get married the 
day after convocation, and live 
happily ever after, except for 
minor domestic troubles similar to 
those their elder sister experi- 
enced. 

Sister Jo, on the other hand, 
provides a rather alarming con- 
trast. She is impulsive, unconven- 
tional and fiercely independent. 

Her behaviour fol- 
lows an erratic pattern, and her 
family finds it impossible to pre- 
dict what calamity she will next 
inspire. She appears unfemininc, 
but her surface manner is only a 
prickly covering; beneath it she Is 
as womanly as Meg. She refuses

As a serious bit of advice to young musicians, 
Benny pointed out that practice and daily exer- 
cise arc more important today than ever before, 
The arrangers of today make very high demands. 
Skill in arranging has advanced with the ever 
increasing ability of musicians to master their 
instruments. There is much to be gained also, 
once a young musician has become competent, 
in sitting in on jam sessions. In a real "session," 
Benny says, one gets the feel of the other chap's 
interpretation and this often proves to be a 
source bf inspiration. Jam sessions are also ex- 
cellent ear training. He had little to say, how- 
ever, for informal efforts. 

Benny can be heard regularly with Maynard 
Ferguson's band at the Chez Mnuricc Dance- 
land, hut you will' want to hear him when he is 
on his own on Tuesday evening, in the Ballroom 
When I asked him for the numbers he would be 
playing he said: "Probably something fnst to 
start with and then . . . (long pause) ... and 
then "What is this thing called Love?' and after 
that, 'I'll never be the same,' . . . (another 
pause) . . . but not necessarily in that order."

Modern Dance, as its name states, 
Is a type of dance expressing con- 
temporary feelings. If one were to 
look back at the dancing connected 
with each phase in history, it 
would be obvious that the savage 
dances of the uncivilized, the 
minuet, ballet and waltz— each in 
its time was considered modern, 
for It spoke the ideas of the peoples 
for whom and by whom it was 
performed. 

Today's modern dancing has grown 
and developed during the past 
forty years. The true dancer ' en- 
deavours to portray through his 
movements those features of life 
which stir his emotions, concern- 
ing the changing world; whether 
they be sordid, grim ugly, humor- 
ous or ridiculous. Nothing is per 
formed according to any well-estab- 
lished rule or tradition, but the dan 
cer attempts to reveal his expert 
ences by experimenting with tone, 
colour, and movement Since this 
type of dance Is experimental and 
takes for its content phases of the 
passing scene, the modern dance of 
tomorrow will be quite different 
from that of today. Thus modern 
dance with its highly individual- 
ized expression changes as the 
world itself rapidly changes, and 
new ideas are found to be ex< 
pressed. However, the dance can 
only remain modern in its truest 
sense in those places where free 
dom of expression exists, if it is 
going to concern itself with socially 
significant ideas. 

For the past number ôf years, th% 
Junior and Senior Modern Dnncc 
clubs of McGill have given a con- 
cert during the month of March. 
This year the club had decided to 
run the performance for two eve 
nlngs in order to give comfortable 
accommodation to all attending. 
The program contains a variety of 
themes from the deeply religious 
to the gay and frivolous, and In- 
cludes music from Bach, Debussy, 
Prokofieff, Gershwin and other 
artists. The two performances will 
take place on Thursday and Friday 
evenings, March 18 and 19, in the 
R.V.C. gymnasium at 8 o'clock.

Mammas In the neighborhood, for 
the ridiculous reason that she does 
not love him. Instead she accepts 
Professor Baer, a most unroman 
tically shabby German teacher, 
fifteen years her senior— which is 
just what one expects of this un- 
worldly daughter of an unworldly 
mother. 

Jo, the most vividly portrayed 
of the sisters, is probably a self 
portrait of the author, except for 
the marrying episode (Louisa May 
remained a spinster). A content- 
porary Jo would go to medical 
school. She would marry a doctor 
and they would run a clinic to- 
gether in some section of the city 
where it was very badly needed 

Beth, Jo's favourite of the two 
younger sisters, is gentle, frail and 
timid. Her short life proves to 
have been a significant example 
of goodness to every one who knew 
her, although the material achieve- 
ments of her twenty years were 
few. Most people know at least 
one Beth. Amy, the youngest, is 
the family beauty. She is arty, 
fastidious and materialistic, and she 
marries wealthy Laurie. Good 
hearted though she is, she would 
rather exercise goodwill from the 
top down, than from the bottom up. 
of society. Her prototype is phil- 
anthropist. 

In order not to overwhelm the 
reader with a weepy world of 
women. Laurie, a handsome, talent- 
ed and lonely boy-next-door, is 
introduced early in the narrative. 
His character emerges as long-suf- 
fering and somewhat noble, but all 
the lovable manly weaknesses are 
his. In days or yore, he was a 
knight at arms. Today he repre- 
sents the man every woman hopes 
she is going to marry, and the male 
readers who stumble accidentally 
into the world of little women 
identify themselves immediately 
with Laurie. 

However, Louisa May Alcotfs 
characters are never merely types. 
Meg is not just a good housekeep- 
er, and Amy is not a vain beauty. 
They have all been humanized so 
that the reader feels, not only that 
they are real people, but that each 
of them shares characteristics in 
common with himself. Consequent- 
ly they are all dear to him. Re- 
gardless of their faults, all the 
little women are useful members 
of society, because they have been 
taught to measure the difference in 
human value, not In terms of mon- 
ey, between productive and unpro- 
ductive labour. Their social and 
moral standards were not in a pro- 
cess of disintegration, and the world 
of the Marches, in spite of finan- 
cial insecurity, is a, reassuringly 
stable one.

One of the more interesting pro- 
grams for the Sunday night radio 
audience ia "Child'a World." con- 
ducted by Helen Parkhurst. Chil- 
dren from six to fourteen or fifteen 
years of age are interviewed on 
such subjects as jealousy, unaware 
that their answers and opinions are 
recorded. Miss Parkhurst acts as 
moderator, guiding them towards 
the point with Judiciously placed 
questions, but otherwise participat- 
ing as little as possible. 

The broadcast on jealousy showed 
how surprisingly children are 
affected by it in family life. The 
most intense jealousy the child ex- 
periences ls that which arises 
between brother and sister. One 
little girl about six years old ex- 
plained that her father and mother 
never had any time for her since 
the new baby had arrived. (The 
children are not self-conscious, 
often apeak with pathetic frank 
ncss.) An intelligent older boy who 
went straight to the point of each 
discussion, explained that his 
younger sister, aware that their 
father was about to compliment 
him, had diverted the compliment 
by making a scene at the dinner 
table. Asked what his father had 
been going to say to him, he replied 
that he thought that 'Dad was going 
to remark that I had made an 
acute observation about somebody." 
His father, it was later revealed, 
was a psychiatrist; the compliment 
would therefore have been a signi- 
ficant one. 

Jealousy, stated the commentary 
which can be obtained to supple- 
ment the broadcast, ls largely a 
symptom of the child's anxiety over 
his status, and recent studies indi 
catc that the blind jealousy of adult 
men and women is often a survival 
of these jealous feelings of early 
childhood.

3 Speakers at 
Newman Club 
Open Meeting

"The two marvellous extremes 
which run all the way through his- 
tory on the question of sex arc 
heresies to the middle of the road 
attitude of the Catholic Church 
which Is moderate and true," said 
Murray Ballantyne last night dis- 
cussing the question 'Are Catholics 
Prudes?' during the open meeting 
on the Catholic Church sponsored 
by the Newman Club in the Union 
Ballroom. 

"There arc three basic . truths 
which we must remember when 
considering the subject — that sex- 
uality is God-given, that mankind 
is fallen, that sexuality is not a 
superficial thing but is of the sub- 
stance of man. It Is of the essence 
of Catholicism to accept and re- 
joice in one's nature, to realize 
that sexuality is so good that it 
must not be wasted outside of 
marriage. Knowing this, "conclud- 
ed Mr. Ballantyne, "we realize that 
Catholics cannot be prudes and can- 
not be libertines." 

Bcv. G. E. Carier speaking on 
"Arc Catholics Prejudiced?" said 
that while some Catholics are so, 
the official attitude of the Church 
is that the doctrine is one, un- 
changeable, and that it is necessary 
to hold It unchanged. The question 
of the salvation of other indivi- 
duals is not up to the Catholic to 
judge. 

"The Catholic is a simple be- 
liever In the independence. Inte- 
grity and value of thought," said 
T. P. Slattery. speaking last, "and 
consequently he is not ridden by 
anyone." The Montreal lawyer was 
answering the question "Are Catho- 
lics Priest-ridden?" 

A wide range of questions from 
the approximate audience of 250 
people was answered by the three 
speakers. Eric Barry acted as chair- 
man.

McMaster University

Stiuatcd in the heart of Southern 
Ontario, McMaster University, with 
its Gothic buildings and its spacious, 
gracefully landscaped campus, is 
one of Canada's most pleasantly 
situated universities. 

Mac's history began In 1887 in 
Toronto, where the university re- 
ceived its charter, and where the 
original buildings were set up. The 
school's name is derived from that 
of its first benefactor. Senator 
William McMaster. In 1030, it was 
removed to its present site in 
Hamilton where it has flourished 
ever since. 

Today McMaster consists archi- 
tecturally of eight permanent and 
eight temporary buildings, the lat- 
ter erected recently to accommodate 
the increased number of students 
who have come to the university 
since the war's end. The student 
body 600 before the war, now num- 
bers around 1,200, with representa- 
tives from all parts of Canada and 
many foreign countries. Studies 
arc offered in the faculties of Arts 
and Science, Theology, and the 
School of Nursing. 

So much for vital statistics. The 
truly vital thing about McMaster, 
however," is the outlook of the peo- 
ple who compose it — the activities 
of the students and the foresight 
of the faculty and senate. Student 
extra-curricular life is highly 
specialized, and their Interests arc 
too numerous to keep up with. On 
any given day, one may choose be- 
tween indulging his taste for drama 
at the "Big Play" rehearsal, watch- 
ing a hockey game, debating the 
pros and cons of government distri 
bution of milk, writing for the 
"Silhouette" — or just relaxing over 
a cup of coffee and a bridge game 
at the "rec hut." 

The spirit with which Mac people 
put their energies into these pro 
jects prompted one visitor to ob 
serve. "It seems incredible that so 
many things can go on in one place 
at the same time!" From the spirit 
cd cheering, "Ski-u-mah," at a pep 
rally to the carolling at the Christ 
mas Musicale, campus activities arc 
friendly and brimming with col- 
lege spirit.

Investigation 
Demanded by 
U of Manitoba 

(By Canadian University Press.) 

The executive of the University 
of Manitoba Students' Union has 
issued a statement demanding a 
non-political committee be struck 
off to investigate the administra- 
tion of the university. This calling 
of a committee is the direct result 
of charges made by E. A. Hans- 
ford, C.C.F. leader in the Manitoba 
Legislature in which he demanded 
the government explain the cir- 
cumstances underlying President 
A. W. Trucman's recent resignation 
as president of the university. 

With regard to the recent refer- 
ence in the legislature to the re- 
signation of the Manitoba President, 
the executive of the Students' 
Union has issued the following 
statement: 

The students In the University of 
Manitoba have been deeply con 
ccrncd over Dr. Trucman's résigna 
tion, which they recognize to be 
an irreparable loss. Up to the pre- 
sent, we have refrained from tak- 
ing any public stand on this matter, 
because of request by Dr. Trueman, 
that we avoid any action which 
might bring unfavourable publicity 
to the university. 

1. In view of the widespread dis- 
satisfaction over the publicity 
stated reasons for Dr. Trucman's 
resignation, a full investigation 
should he made into the circum- 
stances surrounding his decision to 
leave. 

2. Every effort must be made to 
prevent this matter from suffering 
the handicap of becoming a parti 
san political issue. 

We therefore strongly suggest 
that an all-parly committee of the 
legislature be set up to enquire 
Into the causes of Dr. Trucman's 
resignation and to recommend 
corrective action if such is found 
necessary . . . Signed . . . the exe- 
cutive of the University of Mani- 
toba Student Union.

Minister Asks 
'For Equality' 

(By Canadian University Press) 
Speaking to a capacity crowd of 
students at the University of Mani- 
toba recently, Rt. Hon. Louis St. 
Laurent, Canada's Minister for Ex- 
ternal Affairs, pleaded for national 
unity, stating that, "here In Canada 
we must have a united nation, this 
national unity to be attained not 
only through racial understanding, 
but also through a Dominion-wide 
growth of legal and social equal- 
ity". 

Defining liberalism, Mr. St. Laur- 
ent called it "that streak of human- 
ism which exists in the majority 
of civilized people In the world 
today" Mentioning such social 
legislation as Old Age Pensions. 
Family Allowances, and Unemploy- 
ment Insurance, the speaker out- 
lined the role his party had played 
in achieving unity and making 
Canada "the bast managed democ- 
racy in the world". 

"I don't think we're heading for 
another major world war." declared 
the minister, "but the danger is still 
there. "The threat of so-called 
Communism," he went on, "is equal- 
ly as menacing as the dangers of 
Nazism or Fascism." Citing Poland. 
Bulgaria, Czechoslovakia, Yugo- 
slavia, and Romania, Mr. St. Lau- 
rent maintained that European gov- 
ernments dominated by the Com- 
munist party are ruled by "strong 
willful ambitious men who are inti- 
mating policies as steps toward 
world domination." 

After his address, the speaker 
approached by Joe Powadiuk for a 
statement regarding the student 
veterans' request for increased edu- 
cational grants. While abstaining 
from a definite answer due to his 
inability to make a statement on 
cabinet policy at this time, he said 
in effect that, since Brig. Gen. 
Milton Gregg, V.C., has assumed 
the portfolio of veterans' affairs, he 
was certain that all veterans' prob- 
lems would soon be given sincere 
and careful consideration.
